Council Splits Over Zoning Bill, 
Supports Soviet ‘Sister City’ Idea

The March 5 city council meeting began pleasantly as 
various petitioners promptly received council’s unanimous 
support. But this harmony deteriorated quickly with the 
first order of regular business. 

State legislation — PG 413 — was the first item of old 
business. Consideration of the matter took several twists 
and dead ends, with one motion dying for lack of a second 
and a request for another motion from the mayor receiving 
no takers.

A variety of business 
helped fill out the city coun¬ 
cil’s agenda of its regular 
meeting on March 5, rang¬ 
ing through two kinds of 
good deeds, rental boats, 
ballfield lights, fireworks, 
and audit services. Council 
closed out the evening by 
talking at length — incon¬ 
clusively — about ways to 
streamline its agendas and 
thus shorten its meetings. 

Greenbelt Unit 136 of the 
American Legion Auxiliary has 
won a $500 award from its na¬ 
tional organization for being the 
unit in Maryland which has sur¬ 
passed its previous year’s mem¬ 
bership by the greatest amount. 
The award must be used for a 
community service project that 
can be completed by the end of 
June, The unit had asked the 
city for ideas, and during the 
council meeting was given a list 
of 20 project suggestions com¬ 
piled by staff in the city’s various 
departments. The members of the 
unit will decide which project 
to undertake. 

The Greenbelt Clergy Associa¬ 
tion, through its spokesman, Rev¬ 
erend Edward Birner, won the 
agreement of council for the 
establishment of a Good Samari¬ 
tan Help Fund that will be used 
to aid selected transients in 
Greenbelt as well as Greenbelt 
residents. Contributions to the 
fund will be made by the Green¬ 
belt religious organizations and

A proposal for GHI’s par¬ 
ticipation in a mortgage 
banking cooperative in part¬ 
nership with the National 
Consumer Cooperative Bank 
was the central topic of the 
March 8 meetiing of the 
board of directors of Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. According 
to General Manager Shekar 
Narasimhan, GHI’s partici¬ 
pation in this cooperative 
would insure a source of 
competitively priced capital 
for GHI unit loans. More¬ 
over, it would present an op¬ 
portunity to obtain, in a 
form beneficial to-the gener¬ 
al membership, a rebate on 
part of the NCCB stock 
which GHI had to purchase 
in order to get a rehab loan 
from the bank. 

According to figures presented 
by Narasimhan during an earlier 
meeting, GHI paid approximately 
7% of its original borrowing to 


by other interested organizations. 
The city will deposit the money 
in a bank account, and will ac¬ 
count for receipts and disburse¬ 
ments. Transients or others need¬ 
ing emergency food, gasoline, or 
transportation will be given a 
voucher by the Greenbelt police 
dispatcher when the dispatcher is 
authorized to do so by the police 
shift commander, the city mana¬ 
ger, or a Greenbelt minister. So 
far, arrangements have been 
made with a restaurant, a gas 
station, and a grocery store to 
accept the vouchers, with other 
vendors expected to be added in 
the future. The city will reim¬ 
burse the vendors for vouchers 
accepted. The entire process will 
have safeguards built in to pre¬ 
vent abuses. 

Rental Boats 

The owners of Gunner’s Mate, 
Inc., Mr. and Mrs, Dwayne Bow¬ 
man, the concessionaires at At- 
tick Park, have asked that the 
city increase the number of boats 
authorized to be available for 
rent on Greenbelt Lake. This 
request was made after the city 
last year found that the au¬ 
thorized total of 16 boats, includ¬ 
ing two rescue boats, was being 
exceeded. The Bowmans want the 
limit in the concession agree¬ 
ment increased to 23 boats, of 
which 10 would be paddle boats, 
12 rowboats, and one rescue 
boat. 

The Bowmans, in a letter and 
orally to council, noted how popu¬ 
lar the rowboats have become 
now that the lake has been 
stocked with fish, and also cited 


purchase NCCB stock to obtain 
the $13,7 million loan in July 
of 1981. Current estimates indi¬ 
cate that only about $ll million 
will be used to complete the re¬ 
hab program. Since the stock 
purchase was based on the full 
amount of the loan, GHI has in 
effect almost $200,000 "excess” 
NCCB stock—the difference be¬ 
tween 7 € /c of the $13.7 million 
loan and 1 C A of the $11 million 
of that loan which will actually be 
used. 

NCCB is restricted by statute 
and by-laws from making a 
straight cash rebate to GHI for 
the excess stock purchase. On the 
other hand, if no adjustment of 
any kind is made, NCCB will real¬ 
ize a yield on the loan consider¬ 
ably in excess of the rate of re¬ 
turn originally expected, since 
the stock purchase was in lieu 
of "points" on a conventional loan 
—an up-front payment designed 
to increase the lender’s yield. 

If GHI and NCCB undertake 
the joint mortgage banking ven¬ 
ture, Narasimhan expects that 
NCCB will agree to lower the 


the popularity of the paddle 
boats. They said that if a sec¬ 
ond rescue boat should ever be 
needed, they could easily put an 
outboard motor they own onto 
a rowboat. The Bowmans em¬ 
phasized that they must always 
have more boats available on 
shore, whether at the lake or 
stored elsewhere, than are au¬ 
thorized for use on the lake. This, 
they explained is needed in the 
event a boat is damaged or 
starts leaking and must be re¬ 
placed. As Mr. Bowman put it 
to council, running a boat rental 
is not like having a soft-drink 
machine: when a boat has to be 
replaced, you don’t just get an¬ 
other one out of the machine. 

The city’s Park and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board (PRAB) had 
also sent a letter to council, ask¬ 
ing that council delay a decision 
about the rental boats until 
PRAB can review and comment 
on the proposal. Council agreed 
it should have PRAB’s views, and 
deferred action on the matter. 

Proposals & Bids 
Council accepted the following 
proposals or bids: 

—A proposal from Wooden & 
Benson, CPA, to perform the 
year-end audit of the city’s fi¬ 
nancial records. Council wants 
the firm also to examine the 
financial report of Storer Cable 
Communications, because the 
revenue received by the city from 
Storer under the franchise agree¬ 
ment has been steadily decreas¬ 
ing, With regard to looking at 
the city’s records, Wooden &

amount of GHI indebtedness for 
the rehab loan by the amount of 
the excess stock purchase. Thus 
the lien against the GHI deed 
of trust for the NCCB loan 
would end up around $10.8 million 
instead of $11 million. This dif¬ 
ference, over the 20-year amorti¬ 
zation period, would save mem¬ 
bers something in the range of 
$570,000 in principal and interest 
payments. 

At the March 8 meeting, the 
board had before it an NCCB 
memorandum of understanding, 
a legally non-binding document 
setting forth its intent for the 
cooperative venture. The mem¬ 
orandum provided for creation of 
a new cooperative corporation 
with majority ownership by 
NCCB and minority ownership by 
GHI. The memorandum further 
provided that: 1) the new coop¬ 
erative would be an eligbile bor¬ 
rower from NCCB; 2) the undis- 
bursed portion of GHI’s rehabili¬ 
tation loan would be "repro¬ 
grammed” into a line of credit 
commitment to the new coopera-

Introduced into the Maryland 
General Assembly by Delegate 
Bird, PG 413 would reenable Ar¬ 
ticle VII of the County Charter. 
Article VII on planning and zon¬ 
ing matters has been declared 
inapplicable because Prince 
Georges County is part of the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission 
(MNCPPC). PG 413 would give 
the county rather than MNCPPC 
authority in planning and zoning 
matters. 

In a two-page report, the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board (APB) 
recommended that the city oppose 
the bill since APB could not sup¬ 
port the bill in its entirety. APB 
did not agree that conditional and 
floating zones should be pro¬ 
hibited or that master plans and 
sectional map amendments should 
be subject to county-wide refer- 
endums. Citizen Barry Schlesin- 
ger, who had attended APB’s 
meetings with the proponents 
and opponents of the bill, found 
that the city staff report was 
different from the meetings he 
had ^attended, In particular, he 
felt the views of the proponents 
had been listed too briefly. The 
report's drafter, Administrative 
Assistant Michael McLaughlin, 
agreed that there had been other 
views, but he explained the re¬ 
port concentrated on the items 
which had received the most dis¬ 
cussion.

Cable Group Discusses 
Organizing Local Channel

The Greenbelt Cable Television 
Public Access and Local Origi¬ 
nation Advisory Committee met 
Tuesday, February 28, at the 
Municipal Building. 

The group elected Robert C. 
Zugby to chair the committee, 
and Holly L. Carter to be vice 
chair. Sue M. Buske, represent¬ 
ing the National Federation of 
Local Cable Programmers, dis¬ 
cussed three types of manage¬ 
ment arrangements that com¬ 
munities across the nation use in 
organizing local access cable 
channels. Most of the access 
channels, she said, are either run 
by a city administration, a non¬ 
profit corporation, or as part of 
an established institution, such 
as a school or library. Buske said 
that nonprofit corporations had 
the best track record, but added 
that for a low-budget operation 
the other two options would be 
more feasible. For an operation 
with one staff member plus 
equipment maintenance expenses, 
Buske suggested a yearly budget 
of $25,000 to $30,000. 

At the heart of all small local 
access cable channels, according 
to Buske, are the volunteers who 
donate their time. She recom¬ 
mended that the committee look 
for a retired person with broad¬ 
cast experience to work on the 
access channel, Buske also said 
that most communities set up a 
video center to house access 
channel operations. Mike Mc¬ 
Laughlin, city administrative as¬ 
sistant, suggested that a possible 
site for a video center would be 
the North End Elementary 
School, 


White expressed some displeasure 
with the report. 

The issue, however, is "moot 
for this legislative session,” in 
White’s words, because the bill 
was defeated in the county house 
delegation. Council decided to 
take the advice of APB and sup¬ 
port two provisions of the bill 
by suggesting to the Prince 
Georges Executive and Council 
that the following would be de¬ 
sirable amendments to County 
law: 1) giving citizens the ability 
to take zoning text amendments 
to referendum and 2) giving citi¬ 
zen associations standing to take 
zoning appeals to court. Council 
passed both parts in one motion, 
4-1, with Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
opposed. Expressing more support 
for item 1 than item 2, he had 
earlier asked for, but not re¬ 
ceived, a motion to divide the 
question. 

White moved, but failed to get 
a second to, the idea of referring 
the elements of 413 back to APB 
for a full report. Instead coun¬ 
cil took final action on the issue 
by passing a motion to make the 
suggestions part of its legisla-

Hearing March 27 on GCI

The legal action against Green¬ 
belt Cooperative, Inc. (GCI) to 
block divestiture of the super¬ 
market and service station opera¬ 
tions and force the matter to a 
membership vote in June has 
reached a new stage in the courts. 
On March 19, in a scheduled hear¬ 
ing before Prince Georges County 
Circuit Court Judge Vincent Fe- 
mia that had been expected to 
resolve around arguments on the 
merits of the petition by three 
Greenbelt GCI members, GCI's 
attorneys instead filed a motion 
for summary judgment. Judge 
Femia recommended that both 
parties to the action file briefs 
on the motion with him by Fri¬ 
day, March 23, He scheduled a 
hearing on the motion for Tues¬ 
day, March 27. 

According to attorneys for the 
petitioners, the motion for sum¬ 
mary judgment means that GCI 
is not challenging the factual 
allegations by the petitioners but 
is instead contending that the 
divestiture decision by the GCI 
Board of Dorectors was within 
the Board’s legal authority. The 
attorneys say that the issue now 
facing Judge Femia is whether 
the case can be decided on a rul¬ 
ing of law as to the legal au¬ 
thority of the Board, rather than 
being argued and decided on its 
merits as presented by the pe¬ 
titioners and rebutted by GCI. 

The March 19 hearing was 
originally on the calendar for 
March 23 before Judge James 
Magruder Rea, At the request of 
GCI’s attorneys, it was moved to 
the earlier date, with resultant 
transfer of the case to Judge 
Femia, 

Greenbelt resident Mary Clarke, 
of the Hyattsville law firm of 
Pickett, Houlon & Berman, has 
joined attorneys F. Anthony Mc¬ 
Carthy and John T, Ward as co- 
counsel for the petitioners.

Co-op Purchase Moved 
From April 1 Deadline

The target date for the Green- 
belt Cooperative (GCC) to pos¬ 
sibly acquire the Co-op Super¬ 
market, Pharmacy and Service 
Station has been extended past 
its April 1 date. 

According to John B. Gaucci, 
the selling Co-op's Education and 
Membership Director, the earliest 
time his Board of Directors can 
choose the successful bidder will 
be March 30. After that, from 
two to six weeks will be required 
to work out details. 

Of course all this is dependent 
upon the Court's deciding that 
the Greenbelt Cooperative, Inc. 
(GCI) Board of Directors is le¬ 
gally constituted, and that it had 
the power to make its December 
17 divestiture decision. 

GCC understands its bid for 
the supermarket and pharmacy 
was slightly higher than another 
bid that GCI received from a 
private operator. However, an¬ 
other private operator's bid for 
the service station was more than 
three times higher than GCC's 
bid for the facility. 

At its March 16 meeting the 
GCC Board of Directors agreed 
it could raise its service station 
bid moderately, but that it 
couldn't come close to the private 
operator's bid. 

The GCC Board meets every 
Friday at 7:30 p.m. in the Green- 
belt Homes offices on Hamilton 
Place. All interested persons are 
invited to attend these meetings.

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Fire & Rescue Review 

by F/F April Walker 
The Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad 
has been busy responding to a 
total of 39 calls for the week 
ending March 17. The fire calls 
included: 6 structural fires, 3 
alarm bells, 2 transfers to other 
companies, 2 vehicle fires and an 
investigation. The rescue calls 
included 6 vehicle accidents, 5 
heart attacks, 4 sick people, 2 
seizures, 2 routine transports, a 
burned baby, an overdose, an in¬ 
jured person, trouble breathing 
and a mental observation patient. 

On Tuesday, March 13, a call 
was received from 133 Westway 
at 2:19 in the afternoon reporting 
smoke in the building caused by 
a furnace motor failure. The 
smoke activated a smoke detector 
and alerted an occupant of the 
building. The activation of the 
smoke detector and the quick ac¬ 
tion taken to notify the fire de¬ 
partment prevented a serious 
fire from occurring. It is impor¬ 
tant that all residences of Green¬ 
belt have smoke detectors which 
should be checked regularly to 
make sure they are in proper 
working order. Disconnecting 
smoke detectors is against the 
law. 

Recently there has been a rash 
of false alarms reported in Han¬ 
over Parkway. Conviction of this 
crime carries a fine not to exceed 
$5,000 or 5 years in jail, or both, 
according to the Prince Georges 
County Division of Fire Investi¬ 
gation. Anyone with any infor¬ 
mation about a false alarm 
should contact the Greenbelt Po¬ 
lice immediately. 

On Monday, March 12, a call 
was received because of a burned 
baby. When the ambulance ar¬ 
rived on the scene, a 14-month-old 
baby was found with an extensive 
second degree burn to the chest 
caused by the baby pulling a pan 
of hot grease off of the stove. 
The baby's clothing had been re¬ 
moved and petroleum jelly had 
been applied all over his body. 
This improper treatment of the 
injury caused problems for both 
the ambulance and emergency 
room personnel. The proper treat¬ 
ment of a severe burn is to keep 
the area clean and if possible 
elevate it until the ambulance 
arrives. Never try to break blis¬ 
ters or remove shreds of tissue 
and do not use an antiseptic 
preparation, ointment, spray, or 
any other home remedy on a 
severe burn. Never try to remove 
adhered particles of clothing. If 
respiratory problems develop, 
keep the airway open and call 911 
immediately.

tive package for next year. 

Visitors 

The evening had opened in the 
spirit of good will with the 
swearing in of Francis T. Hutson 
as Deputy Chief of Police for the 
Greenbelt Police Department. 
Mayor Weidenfeld did the honors 
and presented Hutson with his 
badge. “I’ve heard some very 
good things about you,” Weiden¬ 
feld said adding that Greenbelt 
had a very good police depart¬ 
ment and “I know you will make 
it better.” 

Council also responded enthu¬ 
siastically to a request for par¬ 
ticipation in a sister city adoption 
program with a city in the Soviet 
Union. Gail Drake, representing 
the Greenbelt Peace Committee, 
made the request. The committee 
has selected the geographically 
similar city of Rezekne to adopt. 
The purpose of this “sister city 
exchange program” is to create 
a bridge of understanding be¬ 
tween citizens of the United 
States and the Soviet Union. “We 
feel it is important to develop 
channels of communication with 
those who might otherwise be 
considered our enemies,” sum¬ 
marized Drake. 

Rezekne is a Latvian city about 
200 miles northwest of Moscow. 
Like Greenbelt it is near a rail¬ 
road and has a lake. By mailing 
information to the city from var¬ 
ious Greenbelt groups, the com¬ 
mittee hopes to open the channels 
of communication and in turn 
learn about Rezekne. The commit¬ 
tee notes that “Governments 
have to deal in formalities, but 
we individuals can all help build 
a bridge of understanding and 


appreciation for the human quali¬ 
ties shared by Americans and 
Soviet Latvians.” 

Many organizations have 
agreed to participate by including 
material in the first mailing to 
Rezekne on the first day of 
spring. Council readily agreed 
that it was appropriate to send 
a letter of friendship signed by 
all the city council members. If 
and when a response is received, 
council seemed ready to move 
a resolution adopting Greenbelt’s 
sister city. 

Councilman Thomas White ex¬ 
plained that his interest was no 
less than “preserving life on this 
planet.” So supportive was Coun¬ 
cilman Richard Pilski that he sug¬ 
gested the program be expanded 
to adopt another sister city—the 
Lithuanian home of his mother 
and father. Jim Cassels from the 
committee agreed that they would 
consider his request. 

Council also quickly vpiced 
support for a petition presented 
by Jack Snoddy of the Greenbelt 
Volunteer Fire Department. 
Snoddy voiced the department’s 
displeasure with proposed county 
bill 26 which calls for charging 
fees for ambulance services. The 
bill he explained would be a “slap 
in the face” to the volunteer and 
would result in significant loss of 
revenue for the department. 

Readily agreeing, council di¬ 
rected that staff prepare a letter 
opposing the passage of CB 26 
and suggesting that municipali¬ 
ties should have been consulted 
beforehand. The letter was to be 
ready for Snoddy to hand-carry 
to a hearing on the bill the next 
day.

Benson’s proposal letter says, 
“Our basic audit function is to 
add reliability to (city) financial 
statements. . . . (Our examina¬ 
tion) will not include a detailed 
audit of transactions and is not 
designed to discover defalcations, 
irregularities or illegal acts 
should any exist.” 

—A bid for the purchase and 
installation of eight ballfield 
lights for Braden Field No. 2. 
The low bidder was State Elec¬ 
trical Contractors, Inc., of Gaith¬ 
ersburg, who will charge $45,900 
for steel poles, and estimates 
delivery and completion in seven 
weeks. Council awarded the bid 
to the firm but subject to veri¬ 
fication by city staff of the firm’s 
qualifications to handle the job. 
Council also accepted the fact 
that the cost will exceed by about 
$4000 the amount the city had 
budgeted for the job in the form 
of Program Open Space (POS) 
grant plus matching city funds, 
on the understanding from the 
city manager that the city can 
afford the excess cost if it cannot 
get additional POS monies. 

—A bid for purchase of fire¬ 
works for the city’s Fourth of 
July celebration. George Smith, 
city Director of Public Works, in 
a memorandum to council, rec¬ 
ommended award to Columbus 
Fireworks at a cost of $2,950. In 
Smith’s view, this firm would 
provide “the largest number of 
fireworks in each category and 
adequate insurance coverage for 
the lowest price.” Council made 
the award as recommended.

tive; 3) Class A voting stock in 
the cooperative would be owned 
by GHI and NCCB while Class B 
non-voting stock could be subse¬ 
quently purchased by other hous¬ 
ing co-ops which wished to ob¬ 
tain a share loan commitment; 
4) NCCB and GHI would each 
invest an amount ranging from 
$100,000 to $200,000 in the new 
cooperative. The memorandum 
also anticipates that the corpora¬ 
tion will contract with GHI to 
provide loan processing and un¬ 
derwriting services for GHI ap¬ 
plicants, thereby providing GHI 
also with fee income. 

Potential Benefits 

Narasimhan characterized the 
NCCB memorandum as a “very 
attractive proposal because GHI 
will gain fee income, considerably 
reduce its risk, and gain access 
to several million dollars for re¬ 
sales financing—all in return for 
an equity investment in this new 
entity of between $100,000 and 
$200,000.” Subsequent discussion 
indicated that funds for CHI's 
investment would probably come 
from the Land Reserve Fund. 

In answer to a question by 
President Margaret Hogensen, 
Narasimhan said there was no 
prospect of getting a stock pur¬ 
chase rebate from NCCB in any 
other form. 

Vice-President Frank Gervasi 
expressed some concern about 
GHI's minority position on the 
proposed corporation's board; he 
cautioned that GHI would be 
lending its name and credibility 
to a new venture. Director Joe 
Jenkins also commented on the 
necessity of proceeding slowly 
and deliberately since this was 
a new concept for GHI. He also 
made clear his position that, 
since the larger homes had not 
participated in the rehab pro¬ 


gram and have no connection with 
NCCB, they ought to be excluded 
from benefits which accrue to the 
membership from the use of 
equity derived from rehab pro¬ 
gram funds. Narasimhan stated, 
however, that it would be difficult 
to explain to NCCB the exclus¬ 
ion of any part of GHI member¬ 
ship from eligibility for benefits 
accruing from ownership of stock 
in a new corporation. 

Secretary Janet Cantwell took 
issue with Jenkins' comments, 
saying that an effort should be 
made to heal the split within the 
community; Director Debbie 
Hartwick agreed, saying that this 
was a whole new venture which 
presented an opportunityto bring 
the larger homes back into the 
same status as the others. Audit 
Committee member Ray McCaw- 
ley pointed out that if Land Re¬ 
serve Funds are used for the 
equity investment, the larger 
homes would have made a con¬ 
tribution to the funds used. 

On a motion by Director Wayne 
Williams, the board voted 6-1 
(Jenkins opposed) to authorize 
management to sign the memo¬ 
randum of understanding and to 
proceed with preparation of docu¬ 
ments for presentation to the 
membership for their approval at 


the annual membership meeting 
on May 16. 

In other business, the board 
received a draft of rules and 
regulations governing mainte¬ 
nance of yards and regulations 
concerning fences, hedges and 
access ways. These regulations 
will be presented for final ap¬ 
proval at the March 22 board 
meeting. 

The board approved unani¬ 
mously a management proposal 
of a 3-year plan for modernizing 
the GHI motor vehicle fleet. The 
plan will reduce the motor car 
fleet from five cars to two and 
the truck fleet from 22 to 18. The 
average age of the fleet at the 
end of the 3-year replacement 
program will be about five years.
